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ABSTRACT : 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To warm one's feet setting in an 
assistant driver's seat 

whose movement is less by providing a heat radiating plate, 
an exothermic body 

and a heat insulating material, sandwiching the exothermic 
body between the 

heat radiating plate and the heat insulating material, and 
supplying power from 
a cigarette lighter. 

SOLUTION: An electric heating means has an exothermic body 
3 stuck on the back 

of a heat radiating plate 2 with a pressure sensitive 
adhesive double coated 

tape 4 and an aluminum foil 5 and is composed of a heat 
insulating material 6 

and protection plate 7 . The heating means is contrived to 
have power supplied 

through a plug 8, which is inserted into an automobile 
cigarette lighter 

socket, and a power source cord 9, and to have power supply 
automatically 

stopped when an engine key is switched off so that a 
battery is not charged

with excessive load. By incorporating an excessive 
temperature rising 

prevention device 10 in an electrical circuit, the 
temperature of the heat 

radiating plate may not make an abnormal rise, and by 
incorporating an 

automatic temperature adjuster 11, the surface temperature 
of the heating 

radiating plate 2 can be freely adjusted to a desired 
degree and a preferable 

temperature can be automatically maintained. 
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
